CALLS IT A MANDATE

The United Press reported early 
Thursday that with 1,073 of the 
state’s 1,817 precincts in, Byrd 
had racked up 217,605 votes. 


HAWKINS RUNS SECOND 


W. Colbert Hawkins of Syl- 
vania, floor leader in the second 
part of Gov. Griffin’s administra- 
tion, was running second with 42,- 
406 and Rep. C. J. Broome, Alma 
publisher, was behind him with 
35,665. 

Rep. John D. Odom of Kings- 
land was running fourth with 17,- 
533 votes. Just behind him was 
Howell H. E. Smith of Atlanta, an 
avowed anti-segregation, anti- 
county-unit-system man, with 16,- 
397 


In the all-important county unit 
vote, Byrd’s lead was even more 
commanding. He was leading in 
counties with 324 unit votes. 
Broome was taking six unit yotes, 
Hawkins four and Odom two. 
Smith had none. 


TREND OF VOTING 


After the trend of voting was 
firmly established, Byrd issued a 
brief statement saying he would 
“always be humble and grateful 
for the thousands of my friends 
who have encouraged, inspired 
and helped me in this endeavor. 
. . » I pledge I will always re- 
main dedicated.” 

On the obvious political question 
of whether he might be a candi- 
date for goveror in 1962, Byrd re- 
plied: 

“T am going to dedicate my ef- 
forts to the lieutenant governor’s 
office for the time being. 

“There’s a lot of work ahead. 
Things that have to be accom- 
plished in the immediate future 
present a challenge. All of my 
time will be occupied with the 
work at hand.”

Sept. 17 


But Union Hopes 


For Settlement 


DETROIT (AP) — The United 
Auto Workers Wednesday night 
said it would strike Ford Motor 
Co., Sept. 17 unless it has a new 
contract by then. But the union 
added it was hopeful of a settle- 
ment without a strike. 


The decision and the statement 
came out of a day-long meeting 
of the UAW’s international execu- 
tive board. 

The union did not say why Ford 
was chosen as the strike target 
rather than the larger General Mo- 
tors or the smaller Chrysler Corp. 


In an optimistic note, the UAW 
said that ‘for the first time in 
five months we can begin to see 
a possibility of honorable and 
equitable settlement on a new con- 
tract without the necessity of 
strike action.” 

Ford Vicé President John §. 
Bugas, head of the company’s bar- 
gaining team, said the UAW deci- 
sion came as no surprise fo him. 

“This is an assumption we at 
Ford reached long ago,” he said, 

“and we have proceeded on this 
basis throughout these negotia-

TAIWAN CRISIS 


In addition to Felt’s views on 
the Taiwan crisis, reliable sources 
said that a survey of U.S. ambas- 
sadors in Southeast Asia resulted 
in a gloomy consensus that Com- 
munist China could easily sweep 
that region in the event of war. 

In discussing the defense of the 
offshore islands, four miles from 
the Communist Chinese mainland 
at Amoy harbor, Felt is under- 
stood to have emphasized that he 
did not want to appear to be op- 
posing the stated policy. 

That policy was conveyed to 
the Pacific commander in cables 
from the Pentagon, in advance of 
the public statement by Secretary 
of State Dulles on the authority of 
President Eisenhower at Newport 
last week. 


OFFSHORE ISLANDS 


It calls for U.S. intervention if 
necessary to prevent the offshore 
islands from falling to Commu- 
nist China. The intervention 
would be based on the decision by 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff that the 
loss of the islands could presage 
the Communist invasion of Tai- 
wan, where the Nationalist gov- 
ernment took refuge in 1949. 

The island of Taiwan (For- 
mosa) is about 100 miles east of 
the mainland. 

One of the major considera- 
tions in adopting the policy, it 
was made clear to Felt, was the 
belief that for the United States 
to retreat in the face of Com- 
munist threats of war would 
weaken not only the Nationalist 
Chinese position but that of this 
country in the entire Far East. 


DIFFERENT VIEW 

Responding to that point, the 
admiral is understood to have felt 
constrained to point out to the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff that many 
leaders in Southeast Asia took a 
different view. 

They were more prone to re 
gard Communist China’s conceres 
over the sizable Nationalist Chi-’ 
nese garrison on Quemoy, four 
miles from Amoy harbor, as more 
justified than the United States 
fears or loss of face by not de- 
fending it. 

Asked about this point, a 
Pentagon official said he was not 
aware of any such message on 
the part Of Felt. The official re- 
iterated that official position, 
adding that even those who 
thought the U.S. argument was 
not justified might nevertheless 
get the impression that this 
country was backing down before 
the Peiping regime. 

SURVEY STOCKS 

On another matter, the Pacific 
commander is understood to have 
been asked to survey his stocks of 
conventional ammunition in prep- 
aration for possible hostilities, 
in which event the United States 
would seek to refrain from using 
nuclear warheads in its dual 
capability weapons. 

Adm. Felt’s survey, it is under- 
stood, indicated that this coun- 
try’s Far Eastern forces had only 
a limited supply of conventional 
“high energy” explosives. The 
consequences, it was stressed, 
would be that immediately fol- 
lowing initial engagements the 
Far East forces would be com- 
pelled to utilize nuclear ammu- 
nition. 

A Pentagon official insisted that 
U.S. stocks of conventional and 
nuclear weapons were adequate, 
but that “‘of course” these would 
have to be replenished in the 
event of protracted hostilities. 

In another message to the 
Joint Chiefs, Admiral Felt is 
understood to have commented 
on the morale of the Nationalist 
Chinese forces. ‘

Is ‘No Force’ Policy 
New Plan of Dulles? 


While the United States awaits with 
anxiety what Mr. Dulles is talking about 
in hinting at a new policy for Red China 
and Formosa, tensions in the area are 
increasing, not lessening. To date the 
United States shows no sign of backing 
down on the decision to defend Matsu 
and Quemoy Islands. 

Meanwhile, the saber-rattling from 
Peiping and Moscow continues. Mr. 
Dulles now seems to be taking the line 
that the United States will resist solu- 
tion of questions in the Pacific by force 
even if it means war. Red China on the 
other hand has announced its intentions 
of “liberating” the offshore islands and 
Formosa by military means. 

We have here demands by both Mos- 
cow and Peiping that the United States 
abandon its allies, withdraw our forces 
and get out of Asia. This, of course, we 
cannot do and will not do. As the New 
York Times puts it: 

“In line with the doctrine expounded 
by Mr. Khrushchev to Adlai Stevenson, 
the Communists have a right to inter- 
vene anywhere to promote the ‘wave of 
the future,’ but the free nations have no 
right to intervene anywhere, not even 
in self-defense which becomes ‘aggres- 
sion’ if directed against Communist ex- 
pansion. 

“With sardonic humor Mr. Khru- 
shchev even suggests that the United Na- 
tions should compel naval and air forces 
to stay within their own borders, but not 
armies that the Communist powers use 
to conquer other nations, as in Hungary 
and for that matter all Eastern Europe 
and a good part of Asia. 

“It is this fundamental issue of force 
or no force on which the United Nations 
should and must take a stand to re- 
assert the principles of its Charter on 
which depend both its own existence 
and peace.”

More Is Needed Today 
Than a Marshall Plan 


Eleven years ago this month Secretary 
of State Marshall initiated the plan for 
economic aid to Europe which became 
one of those landmarks of history. This, 
together with NATO, doubtless saved the 
continent of Europe from communism. 

The plan, subsequently to bear the 
name of its author, became an integral 
part of the free world’s efforts to con- 
tain Communist expansion. Its princi- 
ples have been applied to other areas 
and have been adopted by Moscow it- 
self to suit the Reds’ subversive purposes. 

The problem of foreign aid now is 
somewhat different than 11 years ago. 
Western Europe has recovered from its 
economic doldrums. The main focus is 
upon those underdeveloped areas in 
which more is needed than just money. 
These areas, in which populations are 
growing faster than economies, are the 
great problems. 

Donald K, David, chairman of the 
executive committee of the Ford Founda- 
tion and chairman of the board of the 
Committee for Economic Development, 
Called attention to the new and greater 
challenge in a thoughtful speech last 
week. More government-to-government 
_will not suffice ingthis instance, he 


aa ‘ 


pointed out. He is convinced that if we 
are to win the economic war with the 
Soviet Union in these countries, we must 
be prepared to mobilize “the full re- 
sources of our private enterprise econ- 
omy.” 

Mere handouts of money will not 
suffice, he points out. Most of these 
countries lack the background “of edu- 
cation, skill, tradition, law, political 
structure and the whole complex of man- 
agerial and productive operations.” 


Mr. Davis says the private enter- 
prise economy has the most at stake 
in this “contest of civilizations.” Mr. 
Khrushchev himself has laid down the 
challenge in these words: “The threat 
to the United States is not the ICBM 
but in the field of peaceful production. 
We are relentless in this and will prove 
the superiority of our system.” 


The Soviet Union has embarked upon 
a large-scale program of economic aid and 
subversion with an entire economic sys- 
tem at its disposal. Unless our free sys- 
tem meets the challenge with all its re- 
sources, it is this system itself which will 
be defeated.

son’s famous admonition that “‘when a man assumes a public trust, 
he should consider himself as public property.” 


Yet, to» judge public life in 
accurate perspective, it is impor- 
tant that the electorate under- 
stand some of the financial cir- 
cumstances involved in public 
careers. A furor was in 
1952 by the disclosure that Sen. 
Richard M. Nixon had a fund 
from California businessmen to 
help pay for his extra expenses 
such as entertainment and 
Christmas cards. 


In fairness to Mr. Nixon, ‘it 
should be noted that this is 
no partisan phenomenon. Some 
Democratic senators have like- 
wise received outside funds to 
help pay for their ‘‘Congression- 
al Record” reprints and similar 
expenses. 

A senator or representative is 
paid $22,500..To many, this must 
seem like a lot of money and I 
regard the salary itself as gen- 
erous. Yet much of it is drained 
away by essential but unreim- 
bursed expenses of congressional 
service. Some months I pay as 
much as $350 out of my own 
pocket for extra stationery and 
office supplies. 

My wife and I have a weekly 
radio program on twenty-six Ore- 
gon stations. They commendably 
donate the time but cutting the 
tapes costs us $30 a week. A visit 
to the national capital is a rare 
treat for many families from 
Oregon, 3,000 miles away. Taking

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Lovemaking 
Not Taught 


The lead on the story out of Adams, Mass., gave me a start. 
““Love-making.”” it said, “‘the oldest of the arts, will have no place 
on the high school curriculum here this year.” 

Oh glory, I thought, now they're teaching love-making! If not in 
Adams, Mass., in public schools somewhere and eventually here. 


But it turned out that although there is an admitted tendency 
to try to teach in school today the kind of things we used te expect 
to learn at home (which kitchen drawer to put the egg beater in 
and where babies come from, to name a couple) there apparently 
is no serious effort to get love-making on any curriculum yet. 


That New England school was not banning ft as a course but as 
an on-campus extra-curricular activity. In fact the principal, a 
Navy veteran named John Grosz, was quoted as saying: ‘‘Love- 
making is an old art. We don’t mind kids being friendly, but there's 
a time and place for. everything.” 


Courting at school is out. So are student cars and so are tight 
‘‘ill-mannered, unladylike, ungentlemanly or vulgar clothes.” 

Well, more power to Mr. Grosz, I say. If he can revive in his 
community the old-fashioned custom of walking to school hes a 
wonder and will receive loud and lusty hurrahs from parents every- 
where, particularly those of us who like to say, ““Why, when I was 
in high school I walked three miles each way and stayed for bas- 
ketball practice too!” ) 


I am sure there are occasions when not to take the family car 
to school would effect a hardship on the entire family. (My children 
always have a long list of errands to do when they get the car.) But 
wouldn't it be lovely if the practice of walking could somehow be 
restored to our young people? I can remember complaining bitterly 
at my hard lot in life when I had te walk but I can also remember 
the pure pleasure in the exercise, the weather, the shape and color 
of the earth. 


There was also a matter of sociability. Walking to school was 
a great opportunity for long, leisurely conversation and, as Mr. 
Grosz will undoubtedly find out, some courting. (The restrained 
“courting” of my day would probably fill today’s going-steady 
couples with wild, satirical mirth. I remember two couples who 
were actually seen to hold hands as they walked home from school. 
For the most part the signs of interest and mutual attraction were 
far less obvious—a shared Coke at the corner drugstore, a little 
drawing apart from the crowd for low-voiced conversation, soft 
laughter, and maybe, if the boy was a bold and dashing fellow not 
afraid of being kidded by his peers, he toted her books for her.) 

Oh, walking to and from school could be very pleasant and I 
hope the wire services will keep us posted on how Mr. Grosz’s little 
no-car campaign progresses. 


His rule about clethes happens to coincide with a prejudice of 
mine. I love to see young people looking pretty and there’s nothing 
pretty about blue jeans and sausage-tight skirts even on sweetly 
turned young bodies. Neither am I charmed by the fashion for 
shaggy, greasy ducktails on boys—but I suppese that’s of- slight 
consequence really. Haircut fads come and go and I won't ask Mr. 
Grosz nor any other high school principal to concern himself unduly 
with them. It’s what goes on under the haircut that comes under 
the head of the educator's business. 


As for love-making, I labor under no delusion that the art will 
vainsh from the earth if schoolmasters ban it from schools. I ex- 
pect it will continue to be taught and learned and practiced some- 
where. I'm just glad the school board hasn’t put it in Atlanta 
schools—at least until they can hire somebody like Brigitte Bardot 
and William Holden to teach it.

The greatest menace to the American home isn’t 
the H-bomb but a slightly larger package of explo- 
sive vitality commonly known as the two and a half 


year old. 

When this baby time bomb 
was dropped in our house- 
hold we were _ completely 
unprepared for the chaos that 
broke loose two and a half years 
later.

We are convinced that he is 
striving to be another Leonardo 
da Vinci. Scenic but slightly 
confusing murals in blue cray- 
on adorn my once beautiful sea 
green walls while the latest ver- 
sion of the morse code has come 
to light in red nail enamel on 
the cabinet of our newly pur- 
chased TV set. We’ve found that 
a firm hand planted where a 
firm hand ought to be planted 
is of little avail for the little 
feller’s got plenty of other plans 
up his smeary little sleeve. 

Dr. Benjamin Spock, noted 
pediatrician, says “‘the two-and- 
a-half-year-old tends to be 
balky.” This is the greatest 
understatement of the century. 
Take the simple procedure of 
eating breakfast: Peter is con- 
vinced that oatmeal serves a 
better purpose as a floor sur- 
facing than for whatever pur- 
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my part. I have performed the 
most amazing acrobatic feats 
in a valiant effort in the name 
of cleanliness. Any mother who 
survives this ordeal should be 
given the Congressional Medal 
of Honor. After several unsuc- 
cessful attempts, Peter is usually 


coaxed into bed. He is often ac- 
companied by an assortment of 
delightful little objects ranging 
from a bottled dead bumble bee 
to a smiling golf ball. We used 
to try and pacify Peter with a 
small brown stuffed teddy bear. 
Our little teddy, however, re- 
mained stuffed only long enough 
to say we once had one. When I 
think our little bundle of joy has 
finally succumbed to sleep I 
can usually make the first turn 
in the hall before it comes. 
“Mommie, I wanna drink a 
water.”’ I am sure looking for- 
ward to meeting you soon, dear 
Dr. Spock!

that they grow up to be intol- 
erant of any drinking at all. 

Yet 20 to 30 per cent of the 
children of alcoholics follow the 
same wet road to chronic drunk- 
enness. The disease of alco- 
holism cannot be inherited, sci- 
entists who have made a study 
of these families are quick to 
emphasize. But weaknesses are. 
This, coupled with the un- 
healthy environment in which 
these youngsters develop, cre- 
ates the neurosis which drives 
some of them to alcoholism. 

Not every youngster follows 
Mary’s method of escaping an 
unhappy home life. But many 
teen-agers, dreading to go home 
to drunken family scenes, get 
into trouble with the law ‘‘kill- 
ing time’’ elsewhere. 

BOTTLE IS KING 

Most of the emotionally dis- 
turbed children placed in foster 
homes for care, say family wel- 
fare officials, come from fam- 
ilies where the whisky bottle is 
king. 

Unlike any other disease, al- 
coholism is so far-reaching that 
it infects our next generation. 

Yet children have amazing 
resiliency. 


“I despised my dad. I shud- 
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dered and crossed the street any 
time I saw him coming. I used 
to hope to God he'd be killed 
in an accident. I even planned 
to change my name when I 
grew up.” 

The young man who admitted 
this deep-seated resentment is 
now a devoted son, a partner in 
his father’s thriving business. 
Today John understands his 
father’s illness and is proud of 
him for having battled to ar- 
rest it. 

When John’s dad sought help 
from Alcoholics Anonymous, his 
mother invited her son to at- 
tend the open meetings with 
them. These days the entire 
family lives by the A.A. philoso- 
phy of life. 

FIRST LINK 

“I used to put mine to bed 
early if it looked like there was 
going to be trouble, but I dis- 
covered that I couldn’t hiide 
anything from them,” said one 
of the members. 

“Explain to them that their 
Daddy is sick. Tell them as 
much of the nature of the ili- 
ness as their young minds will 
understand. You'd be surprised 
how they will take his behavior 
in stride, as long as they know,”’ 
commented another. 

Families of alcoholics, usually 
meeting through A.A. groups, 
often get together socially. 
Thus, the children have an op- 
portunity to learn from each 
other that they are not alone, 
that they have nothing to be 
ashamed of, that plenty of fam- 
ilies have managed to survive 
the illness with heads held high.

Alcoholics Anonymous. Nation- 
ally, there is a teen group, com- 
posed of the youngsters of al- 
coholics, called ““Alco-Teens.” 

An alcoholic gains comfort 
and courage from another alco- 
holic who has suffered his 
agonies. The wife of an alco- 
holic gains understanding from 
another such wife who has had 
similar experiences. 

Likewise, the children of alco- 
holics gain tolerance and pa- 
tience and wisdorn from the 
children of other alcoholics.

Drinking Water 
) Can Be Overdone 


It has been said that too much 
of anything, including water, is 
poisonous. Dr. Augusta G. Swan- 
son and Dr. Oscar A. Iseri of 
Seattle reported two cases of 
overhydration that affected the 
brain. One was a 44 year old 
painter who developed an un- 
quenchable thirst. He consumed 
glass after glass of water until he 
had convulsions; 48 hours elapsed 
before he became oriented. After 
recovering, he had no recollection 
of what had happened. 

The other patient was a 


welder who became cons ti- 


pated and drank hot water at 
a rate of one glass every five 
minutes for two hours. He be- 
came so irrational and agitated 
he had to be committed to a 
psychiatric ward but recovered 
completely in two days. 

Warning signs are posted along 
the Pacific Coast that the danger- 
ous season for shellfish is from 
May 1 to Oct. 31. An Air Force 
sergeant and his wife failed to 
see these signs and gathered a 
batch of mussels, which they ate 
the following evening. The ser- 
geant awakened at 2 a.m. as dizzy 
as though he had been drunk for 
weeks. His fingers, toes, and lips 
were numb and tingling. 

He called his wife but she was 
in the same state and could not 
get up. Both were hospitalized 
and, with appropriate treatment, 
recovered within a few days. 

Poisoning from shellfish is un- 
common because most of us abide 
by the old rule of eating oysters 
and other bivalves only during the 
months containing the letter R. 

Why are mussels poisonous 
during the other months of the 


year? They consume _ certain 
plankton, abundant during the 
summer along coastal areas, 


which contain a toxin that is ab- 
sorbed by the digestive organs of 
the bivalve. The toxin is not de- 
stroyed by steaming or boiling, 
although its potency may be re- 
duced slightly by adding sodium 
bicorbonate. This is the reason 
the signs are posted.

Sheer power alone often proves 
insufficient in reckoning slam pos- 
sibilities. One and sometimes 
even two additional tricks may be 
developed from relatively bal- 
anced holdings where the poten- 
tial ruffing power of a suit con- 
tract is available. Observe to- 
day’s example taken from a re- 
cent tournament. 

The opening bid of one club and 
response of one diamond is rea- 
sonable enough. It will be ob- 
served that South bided his time 
in order to elicit as much infor- 
mation as possible. Though his 
hand contained the proper count 
for a two no trump response, he 
preferred first to test out the suit 
possibilities. 

North, having 19 points in high 
cards, jumped to two no trump. 
At this point, South diagnosed the 
slam. He held 15 points and part- 
ner had promised 19 or 20. How- 
ever, he took the precaution to in- 
vestigate for the best possible 
final contract by bidding three 
spades. 

North then showed his spade 
support, after which South insti- 
tuted a Blackwood inquiry. When 
North announced possession of 
three aces and two kings, South 
bid seven with confidence. 


He marked his partner with 
eight cards in the black suits, 
the ace of diamonds and the king 
of hearts. He could, therefore, 
visualize 11 top card tricks to 
which he added two ruffs, for a 
total of 13. 


One North came in for consid- 
erable abuse from a South player 
who jumped to six no trump after 
his partner’s rebid of two no 
trump, and only 11 tricks were 
scored, since the club finesse 
failed and no squeeze could be de- 
veloped. “It’s your fault,”’ this 
South said, ‘“‘you told me if I had 
a good opening bid and my part- 
ner opened the bidding and 
jumped, there was a slam; since 
my hand was suitable for no 
trump, I bid six.” 

In self-defense, I would like to 
say that my rule contains the pro- 
viso that the best final contract be 
reached. In this case, I think it 
will not be disputed that the spade 
suit offers the superior contract.

This may surprise you, but Jack Hogg has two

by some who follow his angling career. His num- 
ber two spot is Piedmont Park Lake in the heart 
of Atlanta. Several times a week, when he hap- 
pens to be passing the lake on his way to or from 
the various scenes of his duties, he gets out of 
his car and makes a few casts around the shore- 
line. In the course of a year, he picks up a num- 
ber of sizable bass, which he always returns to 
the water. I once accused him of wearing out 
the same bass by hooking it time after time, but 
he declares that his catches come in various 
lengths and weights up to six pounds. 


Several weeks ago he stopped his car near 


where a couple of carp fishermen were trying

their skill in the park lake. While he stood there, 


one of the carpers sauntered over to the other 
and attempted to peer into his neighbor’s bait 
bucket. The fellow slammed his hat down over 
the bucket and said, “Oh, no! This is a secret 
formula.”’ 

Being an inquisitive sort of fellow, Jack took it 
from there. He made inquiries into the private 
lives of several carp fishermen he knew. Almost 
everyone of them had a secret formula for his 
bait. He guarded it as zealously as if he’d found 
the answer to eternal youth. 

Now, as most everyone knows, the basic in- 
gredients of carp bait are biscuit dough and cot- 
ton. The cotton fibers are kneaded into the dough 
to make it hold on a hook until some underwater 
leviathan tries to swallow it. The ‘‘formula’’ part 
is the combination of additional ingredients each 
fisherman ads to his fabricated dough so that any 
carp will swim around all the other hooks and 
come looking for his. 

Jack reports that no matter where you corner

That is what 
has made him decide that when it comes to 
purists, the dry-fly boys had better be looking for 
a soft spot on the back seat.

Can Halt Recovery

NEW YORK—Two men have the power to make 
or break the business recovery now gathering mo- 
mentum. 


They are: 
William McChesney Martin, chairman of the Federal Reserve 


Board, and— 
Walter Reuther, head of the United Auto Workers. 


No two men could be farther removed in their 
thinking, their backgrounds and their jobs. 

Yet, if they continue on their present courses 
in their respective fields, they can stall and even 
stop the business recovery. 


Martin by tightening credit too early in the

— ae The Federal Reserve in putting up the dis- 
Leslie Gould count rate—the charge made by it on borrowing 
by the commercial banks—and by reducing the lendable money 
» supply is forcing higher interest rates. | : 

This will add to the cost of doing business, right at a time 
when business must increase its borrowing and also must keep 
down costs if it is to show any profit in today’s competition. This 
* will also increase the cost of borrowing by the Treasury. 


If Reuther’s demands are only partially met—he is asking 
close to 48 cents an hour more pay and fringe and other benefits 
—auto prices will have to go up. 


The higher steel and other material costs, resulting from wage 
increases in those industries, are going to give 1959 cars a mod- 
erately higher price tag. Any further hike could result in consumer 
resistance. That would be bad not only for the motor car makers, 
but for all the other lines depending on this key industry. 


This is a consumer economy. Nothing should be done now to 
put a damper on consumer confidence. : 
While Reuther is threatening action that can result in this, 
Martin and the Federal Reserve are actually moving to do just 
- this very thing. Discourage spending, except where discourage- 
ment is most needed—spending by the government. 


There is a rising demand for seasonal credit from business 
concerns. This is normal at this season of the year. Merchants 
and wholesalers have to finance seasonal inventories. Credit is 
also needed to carry the harvest of crops. There ‘is nothing un- 
usual about this, or the volume. Yet, the Federal Reserve has 
chosen this time to jack interest costs. 

This makes no more sense than the recent increase in stock 
margins from 50 to 70 per cent, and the Federal Reserve | 
‘’ considering a further hike in the margins. If Martin were back in 
his old job as president of the stock exchange he would be singing 
a different tune. 

The tighter money policy is also adding to the demoralization 

of the bond market. The Treasury fouled it up first by attempting 
to float a long term securities issue when the market was not 
ready for it. The banks, also misjudging conditions, financed a 
lot of speculators in government bonds by granting margins of 
5 per cent or less. 


A stock exchange firm went even further afield and solicited 
credit for speculators in the government bonds from corporations, 
even going so far as to guarantee the lenders against loss. This
